ULTIMATUM TO MORGAN. 
STRIKERS WAIT AND WATCH. 
{BY THF NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 1.—The third 
all-day session of the Amalgamated 
Association executive board has 
passed without action being taken on 
the New York conference peace pro- 
posals. Another session will be held 
tomorrow. The executive board of 
the associaton is, in fact, waiting for 
a word from J. Pierpont Morgan. 

After the board had heard from 
Presdent Shaffer concerning his trip to 
New York last week, it was decided to 
request a change in the propositions 
of Morgan, and a message was sent to 
him announcing its decision on this 
matter. In explanation of this mes- 
sage the Amalgamated Journal says: 
“The executive board desires another 
conference with the representatives of 
the constituent companies, and will re- 
main in the city until an answer is re- 
ceived. Upon the result of that answer 
will depend whether the strike will be 
prolonged indefinitely.” 

In the same statement of the result 
of the conference of the executive 
board, the Journal has this to say: 
“The strike situation, as we go to 
press, is about the same as it was a 
week ago, so far as the working con- 
ditions of the mills are concerned. No 
attempt has been made to start any of 
the closed mills outside of the Wells- 
ville plant of the American Sheet Steel 
Company, and their effort in this in- 
stance has been a failure.“ 

The message sent to Morgan. while 
not so stated, is be’ieved to be an ulti- 
matum to the head of the United 
States Steel Corporation. It is viewed 
as such by the labor leaders about 
Pittsburgh. If the steel workers do not 
get thelr demand for this conference, 
the strike will go on indefinitely. None 
of the officials of the organization 
would discuss this point today. They 
still maintained their silence, and said 
they had nothing to give out. 

At noon, after the Executive Board 
had been in session all morning and in 
a formal manner waited for a reply 
from Morgan, the members decided to 
make an official denial of the report 
that there was a lack of harmony in 
their ranks. 

There were many rumors in the 
strikers’ circles today. Among those 
interesting them the most was that 
the American Sheet Steel Company 
was preparing to bring a large number 
of non-union men from the South to 
take their places, and that the officials

EARLIER STATEMENTS. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
PITTSBURGH, Aug. 1.—Shortly be- 
fore noon William Gibson, vice-presi- 
dent-elect of the Pittsburgh district, 
left the headquarters. He had a roll 
of typewritten copy in his pocket, and 
it was said he had gone to submit a 
proposition to some representative of 
the United States Steel Corporation in 
this city. The conference adjourned 
at noon to meet again at 2 o'clock. 
The following statement was issued: 
“We, the members of the executive 
board of the Amalgamated Association, 
desire to deny emphatically the re- 
ports published of a disagreement 
among us. We are disposing of the 
work of the committee as fast as its 
importance will permit. And no mem- 
ber has expressed any opinion or given 
out any statement of the business, 
or nothing of the intentions of the 
members has »een made public. Neither 
will any reports be issued until a def- 
inite conclusion has been reached. We 
are simply trying to reach a settlement 


which shall be honorable and satisfac- 
tory to all concerned.” 
The conference resumed promptly at 


2 o'clock, with all the members pres- 
ent. At 4 p.m. another statement was 
given out by the amalgamated board, 
to the effect that there was nothing 
to report, and that another session 
would be held tomorrow morning. The 
conference was still in session, but the 
guard gave out this statement: 

It is said that Veryl Preston, Josiah 
Schwab and W. E. Correy of the steel 
combine were in telegraphic communi- 
cation with the steel combine at inter- 
vals all the day, but what transpired 
over the wires is not known. It fol- 
lows, however, that all hope of settle- 
ment is not abandoned by either side.“ 

The conference adjourned at 5 p.m. 
to meet again in the morning at 10 
o'clock.

The City Front Federation today 
sent a letter to Mayor Phelan, asking 
him to have the Employers’ Associa- 
tion make plain some points in its last 
‘statement, which detailed the terms on 
which the men would be restored to 
employment. The federation wants to 
understand with entire clearness just 
what the employers propose to do be- 
fore definitely accepting or rejecting 
their propositions. This letter was the 
outcome of a protracted meeting of 
the federation held this afternoon. It 
has not yet been given out by Mayor 
Phelan, as he desires to first obtain 
an answer from the Employers’ Asso- 
elation. The two communications will 
then be given equal publicity. 

The City Front Federation heli a 
meeting tonight, at which various 
phases of the strike were considered, 
but no definite action was taken, pend- 
ing the receipt of a reply from the 
employers to the request for further 
information.

“The Employers’ Association agrees 
that all employés who are locked out 
or who have quit work on account of 
the existing difficulty shall be rein- 
stated. Labor organizations agree that 
any member who is employed shall, 
while in such employ, obey any orders 
given to him concerning the work to 
be performed. Whenever any difficul- 
ties arise between employers and em- 
ployé, no strike or lockout shall be in- 
stituted until the parties in interest 
shall have done all in their power to 
adjust their difficulties.” 

The reply of the Employers’ Associa- 
tion is that they will not discriminate 
against unions and that the men can 
resume work, “when they, on their 
part, agree in addition to obeying or- 
ders and submitting grievances to their 
employers, promise: not to attempt to 


coerge employés to join unions or em- 
ploy to unionize their places of

CALIFORNIA LEADS IN THE OUT - 
PUT AND VALUE. 
— — 
Diversification Has Caused a Falling 
Off in Grain Growing in Some Portions 


of California and Oregon, But Other 
Sections Have Increased the Area. 


[RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The Agri- 
cultural Department has issued a bul- 
letin concerning the wheat-growing 
conditions of the Pacific Coast, in 
which the question of wages, farm 
methods, cost of living, etc., are dis- 
cussed at lefigth. The States included 
are California, Oregen, Washington 
and Idaho. There is, on the average, 
A. 43. S0 ᷑—UœU acres cf wheat harvested in 
the Pacific Coast region each vear. An 
average for the past ten years shows 
that this section of the country ordi- 
nartly will yield about fifteen bushels 
per acre, and produce an annyel crop 
of 65,017,582 bushels, valued on the 
farm at $41,661,912. 

California is the State of largest 
acreage and production of the group, 
the average for the past ten years be- 
ing 2,705,621 acres, producing 33,308,218 
bushels of wheat, with a total value 
of $23,183,296. The largest acreage 
planted in that State during its entire 
History was in 1884, when a little more 
than three and a quarter million acres 
were harvested for grain. 

The smallest acreage harvested in the 
State since 1870 was harvested in 1806. 
Values have fluctuated according to 
supply and demand, from $43,219,700 in 
1878 to $8,801,570 in 1898. The average 
farm price per bushe! decreased from 
$1.08 in 1868 to 53 cents in 1893, increas- 
ing from that to S cents in 1896 and 
1897, with a final decrease to 58 cents 
in 1900. 

Oregon has shown a steadily increas- 
ing wheat acreage, interrupted only 
eccasionally from 92,195 acres in 1869 
to 1,173,769 acres in 1900, and the aver- 
age for the last ten years was 330,753 
acres. The average yield per acre dur- 
ing the ten-year period hes been 17.7 
bushels. the years of largest average 
yield during that time being 1895, with 
20, and 1898. with 20.5 bushels, resulting 
in a total yleld of 24,708,260 bushels on 
1.205.281 acres harvested. The total 
| value of the wheat product of this 
State has averaged for the past ten 
years $8,914,055. 

In Washington the acreage averages 
708,560 acres annually, the average 
yield being 20.8 bushels, with an aver- 
age value of $8,203,739. 

The average acreage of Idaho le 103. 
868, with a yield of 2,366,095 bushels, or 
22.8 bushels per acre. The ave 
value of the past ten years was F1.- 
$48,724. 

Speaking of the effect of irrigati 
the report says: The chief factors in 
curtailing the aren of wheat have 
heen the introduction of the fruit, par- 
ticwlarly in the Sacramento Valley, and 
the attention recently given to dairy- 
ine which is rapidly gaining a strong- 
bold in several sections of this re- 
gion, notably in the Willamette Valley 
of Oregon, where wheat is being aban- 
doned more rapidiy than in any other 


portion of this region. 
The diversification of crops which 


naturally follows the introduction of | 
irrigation probably will be extended in 
time even to the great wheat valleys 
of this region, where wheat long has 
been considered the only possible crop; 
but as the more arid sections of the 
land undoubtedly will recetve the first 
attention of the promoters of irriga- 
tion plants, it is not probable that the 
great wheat area of the Pacific Coast 
will be materially lessened by crop 
diversification for many years to come.

ONSTITUTION LED FLAG 
AND OPENED THE PRISON. 


COURT’S DECISION MAY LEAD TO 
JAIL DELIVERY. 


Atty.-Gen. Dole Threatens to Carry 
the Case to the Supreme Court—Ex- 
pected Arrival of Several Thousand 
Japanese Should Settle Labor Ouest ion. 
Volcano Active.

HONOLULU (r. H.) July 2— 
{Wired from San Francisco, August 1.) 
The Constitution of the United States 
preceded the flag in Hawall, according 
to a decision just rendered by Circuit 
Judge George D. Geer of the First 
Circuit. He has already released on 
habcas corpus petitions three prisoners 
sentenced for infamous crimes after 
the resolution of annexation passed 
Congress and was signed by President 
McKinley, on the ground that they 
were not convicted by a unanimous ver- 
dict of tweive jurors. A Wholesale jail 
delivery of murderers, burglars, rapists, 
larcenists and other criminals is threat- 
ened under the decision, and Honolulu 
is greatly disturbed over the pros- 
pec 


t. 

The. decision was given unfler the 
recent insular decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court, and upon the 
clause in the Newlands resolution, 
which stated that all municipal legis- 
lation of the Hawalian Islands not in- 
consistent with the Constitution should 
“remain in force.” Judge Gear held 
that this meant that laws that were 
inconsistent with the Constitution 
should not remain in force, and that 
therefore the Constitution of the United 
States extended to Hawaii immediately 
on the signing of the Newlands resolu- 
tion by the President. This wos on 
July 7, 1898, si weeks before the 
American flag was raised in Hawall. 

Atty.-Gen. Dole is making a vigor- 
ous fight against the decision, and is 
trying to get the matter before the 
Supreme Court. He contends that the 
Constitution did not apply to Hawall 
by virtue of the Newlands resolution 
or flag-raising. Gear held 
that there was no right of appeal by 
the prosecution from a writ of habeas 
corpus granted, and Dole has applied 
to the Supreme Court for a writ or- 
dering Gear to allow an appeal. ; 

The labor difficulties which have se- 
riously crippled Hawallan sugar plan- 
tations for a year or more will prob- 
ably be much relieved in the near fu- 
ture by the arrival of several thousand 
Japanese. It is stated that the Jap 
anese government has rescinded the 
order it made a year or two ago, pro- 
hibiting immigration from the coun- 
try. and that travel to Hawali will be- 
gin again. The order was by the Em- 
peror, and was understood to have 
been made because it was desired to 
keep men who might be wanted for 
military service in the country. 

Manager F. J. Cross of the Inter- 
island Wireless Telegraph Company of 
Honolulu, stated in an address deliv- 
ered here last Saturday that he con- 
sidered communication with San Fran- 
cisco from Honolulu by wireless tele- 
graph a practical possibility. He de- 
clared that with a machine of the 
neceesary power and a pole 1200 feet 
high, messages could be successfully 
sent. An electric machine of 62,000- 
horse power would be needed, accord- 
ing to Crees, to send the messages from 
the top ef the pole to the Coast.

Phillips Transfers His 
Trade Affairs. 
Business Affected Very 

Little by Deal. 


Attorney for Fallen Trading 
Plunger Says He Will 
‘Resume. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A. M. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 1—The Board of 
Trade and business circles generally 
were startled today by the announce- 
ment that the George H. Phillips Com- 
pany, which became famous through 
its pool operatiogs in the Chicago corn 
pit during the past year, had trans- 
ferred all its open trades to McRey- 
nolds & Co. It was at first rumored 
that a large defalcation had been dis- 
covered in an examination of the books, 
but this proved untrue, having its only 


the head book-keepers was confined to 
his home by iliness. 

Lack of facilities for the proper cleri- 
cal needs of the concern, which had ac- 
quired an enormous commission trade, 
was, according to a statement given the 
Associated Press by Attorney John 8. 
Goodwin, who, as a representative of 
the law firm of Black & Goodwin, has 
taken charge of the company's affairs, 
the sole reason for temporarily sus- 
pending business. The tangled condi- 
tion of the books became apparent 
some time ago, when the Board of 
Trade directors ruled that the Phillips 
Company should furnish to each mem- 
ber of the May corn poo! a detailed ac- 
count of the entire transaction. 

A large force was then put to work 
on the books and in their etforts to dis- 
entangle the multitudinous trades it 
became apparent that. every trade on 
the company's books since November 
1. 1900, would have to be checked over, 
entailing an enormous amount of work. 
As the firm's business kept in:reasing at 
a remarkable rate, the machinery of 
the house was found inadequate, and at 
midnight on July 31 it was decided to 
simply transfer all trades and for the 
time being throw the business of the 
house into other hands until a complete 
— set of books shall have been com- 


Phillips, while regretting the neces- 
sity of this action, sald it was abso- 
lutely the only course open to him. 
“This does not we are quitting 
business,” he said. “On the contrary, 
we shall execute all orders, but will 
have to ask that usual margins ac- 
company all orders until our books are 
checked over.“ 

Following is a statement given the 
Associated Press by Attorney Good- 
win for Phillips: 

“The company was incorporated in 
November, 1900, with a capital of 
$30,000. The business grew so rapidly 
that in the spring of this year the cap- 
ital was increased to $250,000, and with 
that increase came still an additionai 
increase in business, so that the office 
force of the company was simply over- 
whelmed. We have been doing the 
largest commission business of any 
house in the world, but it had recently 
come to the attention of the firm that 
the records of transactions were not 
being kept in the proper shape for such 
dea 

“About a week ago expert account- 
ants were put to work on the books. I 
have gone over the legal end of the 
firm’s affairs, and have found it abso- 
lutely correct. The expert accountants 
found that it would be absolutely nec- 
essary to make a new set of books, dat- 
ing from January 1, 1900, and checking 
every item of the immense business. 
The errors were made without partial- 
ity, credits being debited, vice versa. 
But, up to 4 o'clock yesterday, after a 
week’s work, and after errors had been 
corrected up to that time, the books 
showed the firm to be absolutely solv- 
ent. On my advice they cut off all old 
business at midnight last night—the 
last day of the month— and transferred 
all their open trades to McReynolds, 
and every trade of the house is protected 
and every trade made yesterday was 
made at a profit for the customers. 

“We are sending out a circular ask- 
ing all our customers to send us a 
statement of their claims against the 
company, so that we may have them 
audited and use them in preparing a 
new set of books, with the expectation 
that, unless something happens, which 
does not seem probable, we shail take 
care of every claim, and proceed with 
the business as heretofore. The ac- 
countants so far have found no evi- 
dence of criminal irregularity, but sim- 
ply mistakes due to the immense 
amoant of business handled with in- 
adequate facilities for car:ng therefor. 

The announcement of the above turn 
of affairs caused scarcely a ripple in 
the Board of Trade markets. Corn 
eased about %c, but soon regained the 
loss. The wheat market was but 
slightly affected, and oats followed the 
course of the corn market. About the 
only excitement visible was the un- 
usual skurry of clerks, hurrying about 
taking up open trades.

A mob composed of about five hun- 
dred white citizens of Carroll county, 
who marched to the jail in order, de- 
manded the keys from Jailer Duke, 
proceeded to the cells of the negroes, 
bound them by the neck and hands 
and carried them to the corporate 
limits of the town, where they hanged 
them to a tree by the publi: road side 
and riddled their bodies with bullets. 

The mob resisted the earnest ap- 
peals of Judge W. F. Stephens and 
W. H. Hill, who stood on the steps 
of the jail and appealed to them 
the name of law and order. They 
even followed the mob to the cell doors 
with their arms around the necks of 
the leaders, pleading with them to 
let the law take its course, but with 
no effect. 

Ida McCray confessed knowledge of 
the murder and stated that her 
mother, Betsie, and brother Belfield 
helped commit the crime. She further 
implicated others, who will probably 
meet a like fate. Betsie McCray re- 
fused to make any statement. 

Gov. A. H. Longino arrived on the 
scene by special train from Jackson, 
a few minutes after the lynching. He 
addressed a large and attentive audi- 
ence at the Courthouse, impresse4 
upon them the duty of their citizen- 
ship, and obedience to law and order.

SORRY CAREER 
CUT SHORT. 


Lawyer De Bow T. akes 
Deadly Poison. 


Familiar Figure to Be 
Seen No More. 


Once Seattle's City Attorney, 
and Highly Connected 
at Nashville. 


Benjamin F. de Bow. an attorney 
about 40 years of age, last night car- 
ried out his oft-repeated threat to die 
by his own hand. In his room at the 
Hotel Delaware, No. 534% South Broad- 
way, he took a dose of cyanide of 
potassium sufficient to kill a dozen 
men, and he was a corpse in a few 


minutes. 


De Bow's suicide came at the close of 
& protracted spree. For several weeks 
he had been drinking heavily, and 
often while in his cups had declared 
his intention of ending his existence. 
Only last week he was taken to the 
Police Station in the early hours in a 
helplessly intoxicated condition. 

Yesterday De Bow indulged to the 
limit at many of the uptown saloons, 
and in the evening was found in a 
resort at the corner of Fifth and 
Broadway, only half a block from his 
lodgings, 8. L. Hunt, a fellow-roomer 
= the Delaware, led him from the 
place. 


Hunt took De Bow to the latter’s 


room and urged him to go to bed, but 
the despondent attorney resisted all 
efforts to get him to abandon tis drink. 
De Bow declared the time had arrived 
for him to carry into execution his 
resolve to end his life.

Two Thousand Epworth League Mem- 
bers Still Here—Cane for Maginnis— 


Change of General Managers Today. 

On Saturday the Santa Fé will take 
a party around the Kite-shaped track 
on the regular train. Most of them 
will probably be Epworth League peo- 
ple.

are essentially involved in the activities 
of every living thing as well as in the 
processes employed in all the various 
industries which minister to the ne- 
cessities, the welfare, the comfort, the 
progress and the pleasures of mankind. 

The dependence of physical properties 
upon chemical composition has long 
been at least tacitly recognized in va- 
rious ways, as in the conversion of soft 
iron into steel by the addition of car- 
bon, the changes in color and in hard- 
ness effected by adding copper to gold, 
the preparation of solder, brass, bronze 
and other valuable alloys by the mixing 
of different metals in various propor- 
tions. 

The physical strength of the boiler 
plate, the car wheel, the gun, the armor, 
depends not merely upon its form, the 
mechanical processes to which it has 
been subjectéd or the general nature of 
the metal of which {ft is made, but is 
very seriously affected by the presence 
of minute quantities of such substances 
as phosphorus, sulphur, etc., which 
may have existed in the ore from which 
the metal was obtained, or have been 
derived from the fuel or the flux which 
was used in its reduction. 

The expansive force of an explosive 
depends upon its chemical composition, 
as does also the color and stability of a 
dyestuff, the action of a medicine, the 
fertility of a soll, the heat value of a 
fuel, the wholesomeness of a food, the 
value of an ore. 

CHEMISTRY IN INDUSTRIAL AC- 
TIVITIES. 


The successful operation of every in- 
dustry depends upon an efficient and 
economical management; there must be 
no waste, everything contained in the 
raw materials must be completely util- 
ized; the products must be obtained in 
the greatest possible quantity, of the 
greatest possible purity and in condi- 
tion to be of the utmost serviceability 
for whatever purpose they are * 

The attainment of such results has 
been rendered possible only through 
the development of the science of 
chemistry and by the intelligent ap- 
plication of chemical facts and 2 
ples to industrial processes, well 
is this fact recogn by those who 
ae in control of the means of produc- 
tion, of manufacture and of transpor- 
tation, that there exists a large and 
conseguently growing demand for the 
services of young men who have the 


training and ability, the knowledge 
and the skill, which are requisite for 
the supervision of the con- 


trol of operations, the testing of ma- 
terials and products, the devising of 
more efficient methods of production, 
the discovery of uses for substances 
which would otherwise be wasted. The 
opportunities for the competent young 
— gag A are most varied in character 
and ‘wen? every where 
* the field of human indus- 


trial activity. 

Moreover, the unities embrace 
not only those orded in enormous 
industries already established, but in- 
clude numerous others in industries 
which, in this country at least, are 
still in their infancy, and others 8 
are constantly being discovered 
created. 


IMPORTANT IN IRON AND STEEL 
INDUSTRY 


In the iron and steel industry the 
werk from beginning to end, from the 
selection of the ore at the mines, 
through the various processes of manu- 
facture into pig ren into steel, into 
the finished produc as the rail, the 


finished product determined, in con- 
formity with the report of the chemist. 
who has examined the material at 
each stage. But the labors of the 
chemist of the steel works include 
much more than this; besides analys- 
ing the ore, he must analyze the coke 
or other fuel, the fi flux, the slags, the 
waste gases from the furnaces, the 
gas which is used in reheating fur- 
naces, the clay used in making the 
firebrick, the materia] used for fur- 
nace lining, the water used in making 
steam, the oils wsed to lubricate the 
machinery or for fuel, the cements 
and fertilizers made slags, 


etc. 

The preparation of the other metals, 
their combinations and their utiliza- 
tion in the arts and industries, is no 
less carefully supervised by the chem- 
ist personally, or by those to whom 
he reports the results of his study. 

The railway chemist examines every 
material involved in or connected with 
the railway plant and its operation, 
from the metal of the rails, the 
wheels and the couplings, to the 
servatives of the wooden sleepers, 
the water used in the boilers to the 
paints upon depots and the var- 
nishes upon the woodwork of the cars, 
from the lhobricating oils used upon 
the axles to the soap — disinfectants 
used in the cars, or the soils of ter- 
ritory newly opened to settlement. 

Even in the apparently simple busi- 
ness of the manufacture of ck there 
is opportunity for the profitable ap- 
plication of chemical knowledge: as. 
for instance, in the determination of 
the nature of the clay which is to be 
used and the discovery of the reason 
why clay from a given bank should 
yield good brick. while that from an 
adjacent bank. which. to the ordinanry 
senses. presents identical characteris- 
tics, should not be serviceable for this 
purpose. 

CHEMISTRY AND AGRICULTURE. 

The debt which agriculture owes to 
chemistry is already immense, but the 
applications of chemistry to the benefit 
of this enormous industry are yet in 
their infancy, for they seem destined 
to extend the bounds of human pros- 
perity by 2 greater returns in 
quantity and quality for the labors ex- 
pended in this most ancient and es. 
sential of human activities. What 
may be done in this direction is per- 
haps only partly indicated by what 
has already n accomplish yet 
through the application of chemical 
facts and principles, it has not only 
become possible to make two blades 
grow where but one grew before, but 
the value of the individual blade can 
be Increased through the development 
of its chemical composition into more 
perfect suitability — oe purpose to 
which it is to be app! 

The gradual deve — of the 
sugar beet from a plant which con- 
tained but 2 or 3 per cent. of sugar, to 
that which now yields from 12 to 16 per 
cent., was the result of long experi- 
ment. watched over and guided by the 
chemist. 

It has recently been shown that the 
chemical composition of a grain can be 
consicerably modified by proper selec- 
tion of seed and soll, and to such ef- 
fect that the product may be made 
to n more proteid or other nitro- 
genous constituents, and thus be more 


valuable for the uction of flesh; 
or, on the other nd, it may be so 
modified that it shall contain more 
carbohydrates, and consequently be 
better sulted for the manufacture of 
starch or glucose, or for the use of the 
distiller. 

There seems to de, indeed, good 
foundation for the belief that in the 
future many plants will have received 
such valuable modification as that 
which has made possible the modern 
beet-sugar industry. This field is a 
wide one, and ft affords, particularly, 
through the various experiment sta- 
tions, numerous opportunities for the 
life work of the expert chemist. 

IN THE PREPARATION OF FOOD. 

The cooking school is frequently 
made the subject of wit and humor, 
yet the processes involved 
preparation of food as shall make it 
theroughly serviceable and palatable 
are but slightly understood, though

Here, too, 
there is an immense field, and m 
nificent returns await the results o 
tained by those who bring to this 
problem the necessary knowledge and 
skill and perseverance for a real un- 
derstanding of the — involved 
and the proper meth their ap- 
plication and utilization. 

The growth of a real science of med- 
icine in place of the crude empiricism 
of earlier centuries has resulted from 
the development of chemical science. 
In place of the indescribably filthy 
and nauseating concoctions which our 
forefathers were often made to swal- 
low, we are nowadays given medicines 


the composition of which is known, 


the action understood, the effect cal- 
culated. 

The synthetic 9 furnished 
by chemistry incl umerous valua- 
ble remedies and disinfectants besides 
the antiseptics and anaesthetics which

BROAD EDUCATION IS NEEDED.

thorough. 

Mere technical knowledge and skill 
is by no means sufficient to enable him 
to take a place in the front rank, a 
place which it should a be his 
purpose to secure. broad 
and thoroughgoing his 42 educa- 
tion the better he is for the 
prosecution of those scientific and tech. 
nical studies which are to equip him 
with the knowledge, the skill and the 
1 requisite for the attain- 
ment of success in his chosen profes- 


His fal education for his life work 
must include the acquirement of a 
thorough knowledge of the nciples 
of physics, the — mat atics, 
and other related sciences. He must 
be possessed of an intelligent and 
lively comprehension of the laws, the 
theories, the fundamental principles of 
chemistry as well as an acquaintance 
with the mere facts of the science. He 
must be * 
various branches of chemistry, the = 
ganic and inorganic, the physical and 
the analytical. 

It is impossible that any one mortal 
should be capable of knowing all of 
the data and details of all the branches 
of chemistry, and it would be absurd 
to expect such knowledge of the one 
who has spent but four or five years 
in the study of the subject: but this 
very fact renders it more important 
that his knowledge of principles should 
be broad and lively, and that he should 
be familiar with the sources of in- 
formation; that is, the various jour- 
nals in which the facts of the science 
are recorded, its principles discussed 
and elaborated, and its progress and 
discoveries made known. 


LABORATORY WORK AND BRAIN 
WORK. 


It almost seems superfluous to state 
that the preparation of the chem- 
ist must include practical experience 
in conducting the processes of chem- 
istry, for nowadays every one realizes 
that it is necessary for the chemist to 
have personal knowledge of the va- 
rious substances which are included in 
the subject matter of his science, 
that he must be familiar with their 
characteristics and their interactions. 

It is an error, however, to magnify 
the importance of laboratory experi- 


ence at the expense of brain work, to 
substitute manual dexterity for mental 


vigor and knowledge; for in chemis- 
try. as in all other experimental sc!i- 
ences, these belong together, and 
— 2 is of great value without the 
other. 

The man who has not made himself 
master of the fundamental 4 rinciples 
of the various branches of chemistry, 
although he may be a skilled lab- 
vratory worker, is no more likely to 
be successful in conducting ne work 
of a chemical industry than com- 
mon grave cigger is likely to = and 
execute some great engineering work. 

The popular notion seems to be that 
the chemist is a man who analyzes 
anything and everything. It is true 


in such | 


that a large part of the chemical 
work involved in the other sciences 
and in the arts and industries consists 
in testing or analysing the various 
materials and products, and there is 
a constantly increasing demand for the 
services of the analytical chemist, but 
this field of chemical labor offers no 
such opportunities for advancement to 
positions of responsibility and trust 
as are open to the man who, together 
— a thorough ye knowledge 


and aet both quickly and intelligently 
in apply that knowledge. 

Neverthe this is the age of the 
specialist: subdivision of labor pre- 
vails in the various occupations of 
man, no less inevitably in scientific 
Hursults than in those which invoive 
ohveical labor. 

BRANCHES OF WORK IN CHEM- 
ISTRY. 

The opportunities which are available 
to the thoroughly educated chemist in- 
volve the entire field of human labor; 
they present almost infinite variety of 
material and detail and method, and 
afford immeasurable scope for the ex- 
ercise of his ingenuity, the application 
of his knowledge and the exhibition of 
his powers, but they naturally fall into 
three groups or classes, and it soon be- 
comes necessary for the young man to 
definitely decide his choice from among 
them. He may choose between the ca- 
reer of the analytical chemist, that of 
the technical expert who makes direct 
application of chemical principles in 
the operations of the arts and indus- 


h. 

The field of labor which at present 
affords to the chemist the best chance 
for commercial advancement and the 
highest financial rewards is that which 
requires the application of the prin- 
ciples of both chemistry and engineer- 
ing together to the operation of manu- 
factures which involve the handling of 
valuable materials in large quantities. 

Py far the great majority of chemists 
must of necessity devote themselves to 
the technical application of the 5 
ciples of the science to the processes of 
production and manufacture, and the 
exigencies of the case require that he 
who is to succeed in this work must 
with singleness of concentrate 
all his ability and energy upon the 
special problems which it involves. The

SAN BERNARDINO TRAGEDY. 


EAGLE STORY OUTDONE. 

The Times is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing hair-raising story. the truth of 
which is vouched for by a member of 
the Ananias Club: 

SAN BERNARDINO, July 31.—(By 
Liarless Cable. ] Another tale of horror 
is reported from this vicinity. The

AGUINALDO 
THE PRISONER. 


What Capt. Mallory 
Says of His Life. 
A Studious, Dignified 
Young Man. 


— — 


Under Little Restraint and 
Trying to Induce Insurgents 
to Surrender. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 

Capt. J. S. Mallory of the Second In- 
fantry, U.S. A., who has deen in 
charge of Aguinaldo ever since he 
was brought to Manila, arrived on 
the transport Meade yesterday. The 
captain has lived in the same house as 
Aguinaldo ever since he was taken to 
Manila, and has had a better oppor- 
tunity than any other American to ob- 
serve the insurgent general. 

In speaking of Aguinaldo and of the 
general conditions existing in the h- 
ippines at the present time, Capt. 
Mallory said yesterday: 

“Aguinaldo is a studious, dignified, 
quiet, reserved young man. He employs 
a large part of his time in studying 
English. He takes advantage of every 
opportunity to converse in English 
with those of his countrymen who can 
speak it. But he is naturally modest 
and very rarely tries to speak Engtish 
when an American is near. He is a 
man of regular habits. He rises early 
and employs most of the hours before 
noon in study or in reading. Part of 
the afternoon is occupied in taking cx- 
ercise by walking about the garden sur- 
rounding the house in which he lives. 
He receives a great many callers in 
the afternoon, chatting pleasantiy with 
them. He is easy to approach; he is 
willing to talk with almost any one 
who calls on him. Concerning questions 
that are not directly connected with 
the Philippine situation, he talks very 
freely; he is reserved in expressing 
his opinions concerning the govern- 
ment of the islands, and of the plans 
which he had intended to carry out. 
These appear to be to him matters too 
delicate to be discussed by him. 

“Aguinaldo is under very little re- 
straint. His family lives with him, 
and he is permitted to manage all of 
his own household affairs. Besides his 
wife, a son 5 years old and a baby 
daughter, his mother-in-law and a sis- 
ter-in-law, live with him. He appears 
to be devoted to his family and enjoys 
instructing his young son. 

“I believe that Aguinaldo is sincere 
in his testations of friendship for 
the United States. Since he took the 
oath of allegiance he has tried earn- 
estly to induce the insurgent leaders 
that are still in arms to surrender. 

e seems to be confident that thé re+ 
bellion will soon be brought to a close 
and that peace will be restored 
thr hout the archipelago. He never 
complains of his own captivity: he does 
not want the rebellion to be brought 
to an end merely because he wants 
his own freedom, I think he has be- 
come convinced that the transfer of 
sovereignty to the United States has 
been a good thing for the islands, 
and that the government that will be 
——— by us will be beneficial to 


people. 

“During the last six months the 
army of occupation has made great 
progress toward restoring tranquillity. 
Armed opposition has practically 
ceased. Only in the mountain districts 
and in out-of-the-way places is there 
any armed resistance to our author- 
_ity. In some places there is still guer- 
rilla warfare, carried on by natives 
that are little better organized than 
bandits. I do not doubt but that the 


outcome will be all that the 2 of 
the United States desire. he time 
that it will take, however, to bring 


ce to the islands will depend very 
argely on the way in which the situa- 
tion is handled. The establishment of 
civil rule in the islands is bound to 
accomplish good. The change is so re- 
cent that the effect cannot be noticed 
now. But the Filipinos are quick to 
learn, and it will not take them long 
to understand that the government of 
the United States is not there to op- 
press them, but to give them a good 
government. They have oppressed 
so long that it is hard f them to 
realize that the object of government 
is not oppression. government of 
a republic, in which every man takes 
a part, seems as yet beyond the com- 
prehension of the average Filipino. 
Our campaign must from this time on 
be a campaign of education. When 
we have taught them that they are 
to have a hand in the government they 
will readily help to promote our plans. 
“TI am glad to see that the United 
States government has taken prompt 
measures for building up a Food school 
system in the islands. There is no way 
in which our objects can be more 
easily accomplished than through the 
schools. The Filipinos are eager to 
learn English. They are glad to have 
an opportugjty of sending their chil- 
dren to EWglish schools. The grown 
people, too, take kindly to English. 
Many of the native teachers are learn- 
ing our language so as to qualify 
themselves for teaching in the gov- 
ernment schools. These achools are sure 
to be very instrumental in American- 

izing the Filipinos.” 
Capt. Mallory was until recently 
Meutenant-colonel of the Forty-first 
Volunteer Infantry. He is on a three- 
months’ leave of absence. and will re- 
turn to the Philippines before the ex- 
iration of his leave. He left San 
isco this evening to visit his fam- 

ily in Portland, Or.

Directors of the Los Angeles Oi! 
Producers’ Association now believe 
they can see their finish, and inc! 
dentally the completion of their labors 
in the Interest of the local market. 

At a meeting yesterday it was an- 
nounced that a means for marketing 
the local product, or that part of it 
represented the association, had 
been provided, and that it is now “up 
to” the local producers to accept or 
reject the plan submitted for their ap- 
proval. 

In brief, the directors have agreed 
upon a contract with the O!l Storage 
and Transportation Company for the 
handling of the oil, and have already 
signed up 400 wells. N 

After many conferences the contract 
which the local well owners are now 
asked to sign provides that all the 
oil is to be marketed through one chan- 
nel, the channel being the best avail- 
able, in the opinion of the directors, 
for several reasons. It also provides 
that all contracts now held by the 
storage company from members of the 
association will be cancelled, and the 
new contract will become operative in 
their stead. 

On the other hand, all the ol! con- 
tracts for delivery of ofl in force by 
members on September 1 will be turned 
over to the storage company, and de- 
livery made through that channel for 
jeint account. 

One of the* strongest features in fa- 
vor of the proposed contract is a pro- 
vision made that a committee of the 
aseoctation will be empowered to fix 
the price of off as often as is desired. 
and such selling price will bind all the 
members of the association. Ry such 
arrangement with the stofree com- 
rany the proper protection will be ob- 
tained both in marketing and holding 
the product. 

It was at first decided to hold a 
genera! mecting of the well owners of 
the combine to receive the report of 
the Wirectors, but this iden has been 
abandone?, and a circular letter wi?!)

HURT PLUMBING CONTRACTOR. 


Sentous Walkout a Striking Example 
of the “Reckless and Ruinous” Policy 
That is Causing the Conservative 
Unionists to Tremble. | 


Un cause enough trouble for you.” | 

In the foregoing plain words James 
A. Gray defined his. occupa Lion—mis- 
chief-maker. 


Gray was speaking to A. F. Smith, 
proprietor of the Denver Plumbing 
Company, just before being shown the 
door of the latter’s shop at No. 109 
South Broadway. 

Jim “eee | is president of the County 
Council of Labor, and is also the sal- 
aried walking delegate of the building 
trades section of that body. In his ef- 
forts to make a show of earning he 
$4 a day the dupes put up he has per- 
sistently and on the slightest pretext 
meddl in the affairs of contented 
workmen and employers. He has been 
most perniciously active during the 
past two months, and has ordered nu- 
merous petty walkouts. 

At the Hotel Angelus several week: 
ago he called the union men out be- 
cause the contractor would not allow 
him to harangue the busy builders dur- 
ing working hours. The-contractor was 
observing ail union rules, but the trou- 
ble maker persistently entered the 
building and was finally fired bodily. 
The men were called out, but after the 
agitator’s blood had cooled he allowed 
them to resume work, 

Yesterday Gray went up against an- 
other stone wall, and his anger led him 
to take revenge on an innocent party. 
The case is unimportant, except as a 
shining example of the flagrant in- 
justice of Gray's code of union tactics. 

ntous is erecting a new buildin 
at the corner of Fifth street and Gran 
avenue. The contract for carpenter 
work was let to John A Murphy, who 
employs union hands, and who is the 
innocent sufferer from the trouble 
maker's wrath. The Denver Plumbing 
Company, of which A. F. Smith is 
proprietor, has the contract to do the 
plumbing work. Smith for a long time 
conducted a non-union shop. Gray de- 
manded that the plumbers on the Sen- 
tous building join the union, but they 
refused: He then ordered them to quit 
work, and failing again, he went to 
Mr. Smith's shop on Broadway and de- 
manded that the employer unionize the 
establishment. Smith absolutely re- 
fused. | 

Gray was mad clear through at the 
failure of his meddling, and told Smith 
he would cause him plenty of trouble. 
The employer then showed the ag tator 
the door, and took hold of his elbcw 
and helped him out, 

Gray's rage had to find an outlet 
somewhere, and so he posted back to 
the Sentous place, and the nine car- 
penters went on strike. The plumbers 
continued at work, and were in no way 
affected. The contracts are separate, 
and the walkout only caused inconven- 
fence to J. A. Murphy, the contractor 
employing the carpenters. 

Contractor Murphy said last night: 
There's no justice in it, but you know 
that's the way those things go. It wa» 
a ‘sympathetic’ strike. o, we could 
not get enough non-union men to de 
our work, as we have jobs on which 
between forty and — men are n 
I think these men will go back to work 
tomorrow morning.” 

The Council of Labor is really di- 
vided into two factione—the bulldozers 
and the conservatives. Gray is the 
leader and a splendid type of the for- 
mer, and his people seem to be in the 
majority. But there are smoldering 
embers of discontent In the union ranks

and moisture conditions. It follows 
from the years of desiccated atmos- 
phere, of warm, sunshiny days; sum- 
mer and winter, that a change to a 
cool spring and early summer, with 
abundance of rain and months of moist 
air, that the wood growth of the or- 
ange trees should be too vigorous for 
the development of fruit buds or 


forming fruit. Add to these climatic 


conditions a heavy fertilization, and 
one can readily see that he is very close 
te a solution of the difficulty with the 
setting crop. 

Usually our orange trees throw off 
their weak setting during the hot days 
of June. This process was delayed to 
the middle of July this season, because 
there was no hot weather earlier. It 
must be borne in mind that the trees 
do not necessarily drop their fruit. It 
is the result of weakened assimulation 


of the young fruit stems, together 


with, or aggravated by, sudden change 
from cool to hot weather. When the 
development of the young fruit is 
poorest, the growth of wood is often 
the best. A gopher will turn a semi- 
barren, vigorous tree into a heavy- 
laden sickly one by one turn at root 
pruning. In this may be the philosophy 
of the present state of affairs—there 
ig no force to check the multiplication 
of wood cells, hence the development of 
the fruit is likely to be weak so long 
as that condition may continue. Who 
will give us a better theory? A dem- 
onstration of the cause is hardly pos- 
sible. |

Olives For Shade Trees. 

A Pasadena orchardist comes at me 
this week with a complaint against 
the olive as a roadside shade tree. He 
cites specific cases in which the citrus 
growers are suffering from the pest 
of the scale and charge it directly to 
the presence of this class of trees. 
Since the subject of a shade-tree con- 
ference was broached, interest in this 
subject has increased at a rapid rate, 
and by the time the meeting is called 
in September everybody will be ready 
to hear what may be advised to im- 
prove the roadside trees and to protect 
the orchards and home grounds by so 


— 


will be free to evolve some plan to 
arouse public sentiment and direct it 
in the proper way. There is no pro- 
gramme or preconceived plan of work, 
but from the list of appointments to 
that meeting there will be an intel- 
ligent canvass made of the tree condi- 
tions of the county, and the Horti- 
cultural Commission advised as to the 
best policy to adopt in its determina- 
tion to protect the fruit interests from 
the curse of the infected shade tree. 
Late advices from the county at 
large show that the farmers’ clubs will 
each send a delegate to confer upon 
this important subject. Several tree 
experts will be delegated to attend from 
the bodies in actual charge of the 
parks, streets and readways, and alto- 
gether we must all look forward to this 
conference with the determination to 
make the best of the opportunities it 


may offer for good. 


Living Streams. 

Irrigators throughout Sou Call- 
fornia are astonished at the constancy 
of the smaller streams, and the copious 
flow of the larger this summer. August 
finds the San Gabriel River, for ex- 
ample, flowing in quantities not j - 
fied by perhaps less than 20 inc of 
average rainfall over its 225 square 
miles of watershed. The sultry weather 
of the last few days shows that the at- 
mosphere is saturated from natural 
sources outside the land evaporation. 
Examination of the wild foliage of the 
cafions, of orange and peach trees, 
shows that for exuberance of growth 
this season the like has seldom been 
seén. It has been the result of moist 
alr and seasonable rains. The effect 
has ben felt by the barley crops, 
wheat, corn and alfalfa. And, sorry 
to recall, it has produced the worst 
season for fungus growth experienced 
since the people began to develop this 
section in the line of fruit indus 

—— 
Cases of Hold-up. 

Three thousand cases of California 
peaches, apples and pears were held 
up at Seattle a few days ago. Ot 
course, a few hours of detention ruined 
the fruit. It was alleged that the 
fruit was wormy and lable to bring 
infection into the State of Washington. 
At last accounts the cases were un- 
der guard and no doubt were spoiled 
and dumped into the Sound before the 
question of their admission could be 
determined. I referred last week to 
Mr. Coates'e structures on the new 
Los Angeles county quarantine law. 
Me thought the Supervisors of this 
county were foolish in passing the or- 
dinance against the importation of cit- 
rus trees from Florida and vines from 
the northern portions of the State. It 
is evident that there is a general 
movement to limit the spread of fruit 
infection, to stamp it out where pos- 
sibie, and certainly to keep out new 
infection. 

The authorities at Seattle are on the 
right track, though their action is less 
necessary from fhe conditions there 
than that of the Supervisors from the 
conditions here. The peaches were 
probably infected with peach-twig bor- 
ere—moth and their brood, that are 
doing damage all over this State. Ev- 
ery week dozens of peach limbs and 
dozens of peaches are brought into the 
commissioners’ office filled with this 
pest of the worm. If that is what has 
rtricken the fruit quarantined at Se- 
attle and the pest is not already dis- 
tributed over Washington, the author- 
‘ties cannot be too stringent in their 
regulations. The peach-twig borer is 
doing more damage at the present time 
than any other insect pest, and there 
is no remedy for it now. It is claimed 
that the winter brood can be caught 
by spray, as it lodges in the bark. 
Further knowledge of the treatment of 
this pest must be forthcoming by next 
winter and a remedy applied.

Condition of Vines. 


Fuller reports upon the present state 
of Southern California vineyards indi- 
cate a fine condition of foliage and a 
fair, healthy crop. Such does not ap- 
pear to be the case with the vines 
generally throughout the State. I can- 
not better show the serious state of the 
grape in other localities than by quot- 
ing what Prof. Newton B. Pierce has 
to say about it in the last issue of 
the California Fruit Grower. In this 
quotation < do not wish to give that 
journal credit for this extract, for I 
wish to retaliate for the cribbing of 
an article from this department last 
week by the Fruit Grower and used 
as an editorial by that enterprising 
journal. Prof. Pierce says: 

“For upward of two years letters 
of inquiry have been received at the 
Pacific Coast Laboratory from leading 
vine growers relative to the loss of 
vines in the Santa Clara Valley. Con- 
siderable numbers of vines have been 
failing, apparently independent of the 
action of phylloxera, and many have 
di e present season has shown 
a great increase of this trouble, and 
many requests have come to hand for 
a personal examination of the condi- 
tions as they now exist. In view of 
this general interest and widely-ex- 
pressed desire a preliminary examina- 
tion of the vinevards was made dur- 
ing the latter part of June. The condi- 
tion of the vineyards was found to be far 
more serious than was anticipated, 
many thousands of acres of vines pre- 
senting a short owth and large 
— of vines dead or rapidly dy- 


g. 

“The causes responsible for the 
present condition of these vineyards 
are several: (1) The region has suf- 
fered from three years of drought; (2) 
phylloxera is found more or less gen- 
erally distributed in portions of the af- 
fected district; (3) two successive 
frosts have injured the spring growth 
the present year and resulted in a late 
growth or an entire absence of growth: 
and (4) some unknown influence has 
resulted in an injury to large numbers 
of vines over a wide area and in a 
manner strongly reminding one of the 
effects of the California vine disease.“

Encouraging Reports. 


Deciduous-fruit growers are cer- 
tainly in it this year as thoroughly as 
they were out of it last. in a sympo- 
sium of the eastern fruit crop before 
me, I see the outlook for apples, home 
dried and canned fruits, is very poor.

The summary before me Indicates 
that the long drought and unprece- 
dented weather have ruined the fruit 
crop over vast areas. A half crop of 
apples in the famous New England 
districts; the shortage this year is 
causing southern apple growers to 
send forward everything they have to 
meet the deficiency, regardless of qu2l- 
ity; poor condition generally of east- 
ern crops will stiffen the price of all 
western-coast apples; the outlook is 
for a poor crop throughout the States 
—these are the verified reports. This is 
certainly encouraging to canners, dry- 
ers, raisin and prune associations, and. 
will give the citrus growers assurance 
of more than ordinary returns for their 


fruit. 
— 


Not in Competition. 

Should the local citrus-fruit growers 
wish to further exploit the foreign 
markets with oranges they will be in- 
terested in the dispatch from Mildura, 
which states that the orange groves 
there cannot reach the English mar- 
kets. They are turning their attention 
to orange wine for the disposition of 
their fruits. Even apples cannot be 
profitably shipped from Tasmania, as 
the winter apples there arrive in 
Europe in summer time, when other 
fruits are abundant. It is getting rea- 
sonably plain that California has little 
to fear from the importation of foreign 
oranges from any quarter. There is a 
little danger from Porto Rico, but from 
present advices there is none from the 
recinrocity treaties, which are said to 
be dead. However, a careful eye is the 
proper thing for those treaty mills, and 
California has the reputation of vigi- 
lance in those lines. 

Peaches in Mexico. 

[California Fruit Grower:} Peaches 
and apricots are raised in limited quan- 
tities all over the central plateau of 
Mexico. The quality of both fruits is 
very poor in comparison with Ameri- 
can fruit, and the size as a rule is 
small. Some good peaches are raised 
on northern slopes in the northern part 
of Mexico, where it is cold enough for 
the trees to rest during the winter 
months. Practically all of the northern 
fruits. such as apples, peaches, apri- 
cots, blackberries, etc., taat are raised 
in Mexico are small and hard and gen- 
erally used only when preserved. 


Well Worth Knowing. 

[Farmers Voice:}] We had an acci-, 
dent happen at our house a short time 
ago, which I think well worth telling. 
Our little boy, aged 2% years, put a 
Damson plum seed up his nose, and in 
trying to get it out had pushed it so 
far up the nostril that only the tip of 
the seed could be seen. After trying 
different ways to extract it, and only 
succeeding in — it further up, 
we took him to the Moctor, who merely 
put one finger on the opposite nostril 
to close it and blew in his mouth; the 
seed dropped out.on his lip. We were 


charged for the knowledge of this sim 
ple remedy, and tt may be worth just 
as much to many parents, who, like us, 
live many miles from a doctor. 


Complaint of Poor Oranges. 

{Florida Farmer and Fruit Grower:) 
The northern people want the Flor- 
idians to raise good oranges for they 
want and prefer Floridas. They know 
what a Florida orange ought to be, for 
they know what it has been—part of 
the time—and they judge the Florida 
orange present by the Florida orange 
of happy memory. You have taught us 
yourselves to despise and fling to the 
ground the oranges you send us now- 
adays. The average Chicagoan knows 
nothing about the west coast, the east 
coast, the frost line, the old orange 
belt, the new orange belt, and all that. 
He only knows that he used to buy di- 
vine fruit that came from Florida and 
now he buys—or don't buy very often— 
vile fruit which is also ead to have 
come from Florida. The average Chica- 
goan is wroth with the Florida orange 
grower; he thinks that, after raising 
and sending up for several years the 
finest fruit that grew out of the ground 
he is now ‘swindling him with this vile 
stuff, just as a dishonest grocer, after 
opening a new grocery and selling fine 
goods for awhile, tacks about and sells 
inferior because he thinks he has cor- 
ralled his customers. 

What is the matter with the Floridas 
nowadays? Did the freeze permanently 
affect the trees, to make them impart 
a bad taste to the fruit? A bad orange 
is one of the most horrible things in 
nature. It may look all right, it may 
be heavy in the hand—how else can 
you test these deceitful things?—but it 
is rotten and the flavor is detestable. 
An apple may have a small speck of 
rot, but it can be removed and the re- 
mainder is wholesome and well flav- 
ored, but a specked orange is wholly 
bad and it is villainously bad. 

A bad orange looks like a good one, 
and the buyer becomes the victim of 
misplaced confidence. A few rotten or- 
anges hurt the trade a good deal more 
than a few rotten apples do the apple 
trade. People lose confidence in their 
own judgment. You have to take an 
orange en faith. Therefore, they cease 
to buy altogether and turn to some 
other fruit. 


Though the retailer may pay ve'l for 


what seems to be first-ciass fruit, the 
public will inevitably find out its true 
value; and as the good orange appears 
the same as the bad until eaten, the 
buyer soon declines both, and so the 
honest grower and skilled packer suf- 
fers with and through the fault of the 
dishonest and bungling one. 5 

When certain Floridians have learned 
that it is ignorant folly to expect us to 
buy what they would throw on the 
compost heap, matters would improve. 
Our citizens do not feel so resentful 
against a bad Mexican orange, because 
they think the Mexicans do not know 
any better, but Floridians are Amer- 
icans, and if they send bad oranges 
they do it because they are knaves. Let 
me warn you kindly that the 
growers cannot abuse our patience in- 
definitely. 


The End of the Everglades. | 
{Times-Union and Citizen:] There 
was a time when our schools taught 
the existence of a great American des- 
ert, and political economies were trou- 
bled to remedy a permanent separation 
between the eastern and western halves 
of our territory.

Therefore, the visitor of a 
few years hence will find a new scenic 
route opened för his exploration—leav- 
ing Jacksonville he can sweep across 
the State in a grand circle and re- 
turn at his leisure to wonder how and 
why it was supposed the southern end 
of our State was once considered unin- 


plantation the world knows along a 
line of road from Miami to Tampa—it 
may be that some now living will see it.

VANCOUVER COAL MINES. 


Hon. A. E. Smith, United States Con- 
sul at Victoria, B. C., has an interest- 
ing article in the July number of 
Mines and Minerals, on the coal mines 
of Vancouver Island, in the course of 
which he says: “Until of late years, 
the Vancouver Island mines have had 
no rivals in British Columbia and have 
practically monopolized the coal trade. 
But the development of the Crow's 
Nest coal mines in the southeast por- 
tion of the province, recently purchased 
by an American syndicate, now in con- 
trol, has prevented any increase of the 
consumption of Vancouver Island ccal 
on the mainiand, though it is claimed 
that the Canadian Pacific Railroad, 
which still uses the island coal, regards 
it as superior for making steam to the 
product of the Crow’s Nest mines. It 
is stated that the Crow's Nest mines 
are the largest on the Coast: capable 
of producing, when properly worked, 
10,000 tons of coal daily, and even at 
that rate of lasting several hundred 
years. The present product of these 
mines amounts to less than 1000 tons 
per day, and cannot be largely in- 
creased until a way is found to reach 
the United States. A bill is now be- 
fore the Legislature and the Dominion 
Parliament asking a charter for a rail- 
road from Michel, British Columbia, to 
the international boundary, where con- 
nection is made with the Great North- 
ern Rallroad. The company is ready 
to build the road without bonus or land 
grant of any kind, but is, of course, op- 
posed in its application for charter 
by the Canadian Pacific Railroad,

WHAT CUBA NEEDS. 
Commissioner De Abad Says Closer 


Trade Pelations Between That Island 


and Uncle Sam are Very Necessary. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—L. V. de Abad, 
commissioner for the Economic Asso- 
ciation of Cuba, who is now in this 
city, in an interview said: 

“I believe that it is necessary to mod- 
ify in a more liberal way the customs 
relations between the United States and 
Cuba for political as well as economic 
reasons. Cuba has always been under 
the influence of this country, and now, 
as a consequence of the war with 
Spain, she is so by right. 

Today she is, in reality, a country 

under the American protectorate. To- 
morrow she may be a part of the Union. 
The American * by helpi the 
Cuban revolution, have bound them- 
selves to k order in the island. The 
welfare of the country must be fos- 
tered. It will be a better policy and a 
cheaper one to give Cuba the means of 
selling its sugar than to send there 
men of war and soldiers to put down 
anarchy. 
Here the people continue to treat 
Cuba as though she were not a country 
protected this republic. Americans 
undertake business in Cuba with the 
same feeling as though they were doing 
it in a foreign country, and this is be- 
cause the products of the island do not 
receive here any special or permanent 
advantage. 

“If Cuban sugar were admitted here 
free of duty, or with a light, almost 
nominal duty, some Americans would 
go there and produce sugar, while oth- 
ers would boom the great refin in- 
dustry already evisting there. us 
the island would form a part of the 
economic system of the United States. 
Once this country had got hold of the 
Cuban sugar and tobacco, its situation 
in the world’s markets would be much 
more important than it is today.

He met some 
local union-labor agitators and directed 
the course to be taken providing a 
general order should be issued calling 
out all union workmen. Plans for 
further organization of laboring men 
and for strengthening existing unions 
were discussed. 

VEDDER ARRAIGNED. 

Conductor F. E. Vedder of Los An- 
geles was arraigned in the Police 
Court this afternoon on a charge of 
manslaughter and was held in $100 
bond for his appearance Saturday, 
when the preliminary examination win 
be held. Vedder was arrested yester- 
day in Los Angeles on a warrant 
sworn out by Richard Trezise, father 
of the late William Trezise of Salt 
Lake City, who died in the Los An- 
geles County Hospital from a wound 
inflicted by Vedder while he was trying 
to prevent Trezise from boarding a 
freight train of the Southern Pacific at 
Ogilby, in the extreme eastern part of 
San Diego county.

CHATSWORTH PARK, Aug. 1.—
